MOUNTAIN LAKES. 


Frof. John LeCouto, of the California 


State University, has an interesting ar- 
ticle in the San Francisco Rural Press 
about the mountain lakes of the Sierra 
Ncrtda, from we make the following 
extract: 


Hundreds of little Alpine lakes, with 


their clear, deep, cold, emerald waters, 
are embosomed among the crags of the 
Sierra Nevada mountains. Their origin 
may be traced to the more powerful ac- 
tions of glacial agencies in past times; 
in some cases, gorges dammed up' by 
ancient moraines. The streams that 
now supply these "Gems of the. Sierra" 
are born in the cold, gloomy solitudes 
of the upper mountain region, amid 
perpetual snow banks. Many of these 
charming lakes are nestled in the least 
explored portions of the "High Sierra," 
and have not been mapped or described; 
nay, some of them have as yet no desig- 
nating names. There are the reservoirs 
of melting snows, and some of them— 
as those near the headwaters of the 
Yuba—are the sources of Summer sap- 
ply for hundreds of miles of min- 
ing ditches. Hence, the existing con- 
dition of our topographical knowledge 
of these wild and imperfectly explored 
mountain fastnesses renders it impossi- 
ble to furnish anything like a complete 
catalogue of the mountain" lakes of the 
Sierra Nevada. The following table

Only in a few spots in the State of 


Nevada can any other than the natural 
growth of vegetation he produced with- 
out irrigation. 
And the causes that 


combine to render this impossible, the 
natural aridity of the atmosphere and 
soil, make water so scarce that irriga- 
tion can be practiced to only a limited 
extent. As a result, there is not much 
cultivated grass, fruit or grain raised in 
the State—not half enough fruit or 
giain for the consumption of the inhab- 
itants. The more hardy kinds of fruit, 
such as apples, plums, etc., do tolerably 
well if planted in choice ground and 
carefully looked after. Good crops of 
grain and the cultivated grasses can also 
under like conditions be raised. But 
nowhere do we meet with such crops of 
grain as are to be seen in California or 
Oregon, whether as regards area or 
growth. *The fields here are, as a gen 
eral thing, mere patches situate at the 
mouth of canyons .or at other places 
where water can be easily brought upon 
them. Not a dozen fields can be fount 
in the State containing as much as 10( 
acres of grain in a body, the most oi 
them comprising not morejthan 10, 15 
or 20 acres each. But little of the grain 
sown here is cut for hay, the wild 
grasses and the crops of alfalfa culti- 
vated for the purposes, being mainly 
depended upon for hay-making. The

snow-fed waters, surrounded by lofty 
snow-clad peaks, whose slopes are cov- 
ered with magnificent groves of pine 
and fir, constitute the most attractive 
feature in the lesser summit valleys of 
the Sierra Nevada.

tain retreats, they will become more ac- 
cessible, and consequently better ap- 
preciated by cultivated visitors. 
The 


most extensive, as well as the most 
celebrated, of these bodies of fresh 
water is Lake Tahoe.

The California Grain Fleet 


The New York Times, reviewing the 


shipping prospects, and particularly the 
California foreigp trade, says: 


If California farmers are to get their 


grain to market they must hold out in- 
dneements sufficient to call to their port 
from 200 to 300 more vessels than viait- 
ed ij last year, ft is this fact that has 
forced up rates of freight, and is likely 
to force them up still higher before the 
opening of next year, and though, tak- 
ing into account the probable price of 
wheat in England, the chances of profit 
to California farmers are not enconrae- 
ing, it is reasonable to suppose that 
scores of American grain carrying ships 
will, during the coming season, net 
handsome profits to their owners. The 
article concludes: Taking all circum- 
stances together our American ship own- 
ers would not be greatly out qf the way 
if they anticipate a higher average of 
freight rates during the next twelve 
months than in any similar period 
within the lastdecado. 


Inter-Oeeanic Commerce. 


Joseph Nimmo, Chief of the Bureau 


of Statistics, has issued his report on 
the commercial aspects of tlie proposed 
American inter-oceanic canal. He says 
that during the latest year for which 
commercial statistics can be collected, 
the proposed canal might have offered 
passage for less than 3 per cent of the 
international commerce of the globe 
upon the ocean. The value of commo- 
dities transported between New York 
and San Francisco via Panama, have 
fallen f«>m $7,202,026 in 1869 to 
$4,947,755 in 1879, and the number of 
passengers from 26,853 in 1869 to 4,496 
in 1879, while the trade between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific ports of the 
United States via Cape Horn, has also 
been, to a considerable eitent, diverted 
to the trans-continental railway line. 
There is, besides, n large and growing 
commerce between the Pacific ports of 
the United States and interior points 
east of the Eocky mountains, chiefly 
St. Louis, Chicago and Cincinnati, to 
which the proposed canal would not 
present any direct competition. Mr. 
Nimmo'a presentation of the case of 
Chili, Peru, Bolivia and China is not 
more favorable to the construction of 
the Panama canul than are the above 
citations of his conclusions regarding 
the commerce of the United States.

trious, making bnt a puor article of 
hay. The grain raised being designated 
chiefly for horse-feed consists mostly of 
barley, with a little oats, the latter 
grain not doing very well here. Nevada 
produces little flour, there being not 
more than three or four small grist 
mills in the State. I do not think any 
attempts have been made at growing 
other of the cereals than those men- 
tioned. Owing to the much staging 
and teaming going on, great quantities 
of hay and grain for horse-feed are re- 
quired here, calling for the importation 
of considerable portions of the latter 
from California. 
Much of the oats 


comes from Indian valley, Plumivs Co., 
where this grain is extensively grown 
and distinguished for its excellence. 
In passing along the series of valleys 
that reach from Reno southeast to 
Walker river, a hundred miles or more, 
one sees many large and thrifty fields 
of alfalfa, also extensive natural mead- 
ows, along Carson river, on which stand 
immense haystacks, some of them con- 
taining more than a hundred tons each. 


VINES, VEGETABLES AND BEBBIES. 


In some of these valleys are to be 


seen fine patches of potatoes, with a 
few other vegetables of the hardier 
binds, for the more tender cannot stand 
the unseasonable frosts so common to 
this climate. 
The tomato has a fight 


for it, and scarcely ever fully ripens. 
The bean is apt to be nipped while in 
its succulent state, and corn seldom ma- 
tures beyond the boiling ear. Bat the 
potato ia generally good—in fact, very 
fine, the Washoe "spud," because of 
its excellence, being sometimes ex- 
ported to California. Of viniculture on 
the "Eastern Slope" and beyond, the 
less said tha better, the Waghoe grape 
being like the "Washoe zephyr" and 
the "Washoe canary" — a thiug in 
praise of which but little can be said. 
In favored localities, however, certain 
varieties ot the grape do moderately 
well; berries .ditto, though to perfect 
these latter, great care is required. 


Nevada, like other parts of the Great 


Desert basin, may be said to be almost 


In du« time Nevada will probably 


produce enough traits of most kinds 
for home consumption. At present the 
principal part of ii comes from Calilor- 
•nia, some of it being brought by rail- 
road and some by teams that come in 
over the several wagon roads built 
across the Sierra many years ago. Of 
these the only ones much traveled at 
present are the Sonora and Mono, the 
Big Trees and the Placerville routes, 
the principal business now done over 
the last two consisting of the passage of 
fruit wagons, lire stock, etc. From 15 
to 20 years ago the Plsoemlle route 
wag the great thoroughfare, the most 
of the Washoe business having been 
done over it prior to 'the building of the 
Central Pacific Railroad over the moun- 
tains. The tolls received on this road 
enriched Kin^sbury, the builder, the 
receipts for the first two years having 
more than covered the cost of construc- 
tion—some $75,000 or $80,000. The 
tolls now received barely suffice 
to 


keep the road in repair. Owing to the 
partial failure of the fruit crop in El 
Dorado, Am n dor and Calaveras counties 
this traffic had been very much curtailed 
the present Summer, though it will most 
likely increase later in the season, when 
the grapes and the Fall pears and ap- 
ples mature. For 12 to 15 years past it 
bas been a common thing to meet the 
wagons of the fruit peddlers far out in 
the desert of Nevada. 
This year, to 


:he .distress oi the inhabitants, they 
appear in greatly reduced numbers.

more stately pines standing at consid- 
erable altitudes on the mountains and 
some straggling cottouwoods along the 
streams. Besides these we have only 
thy willow, small and bctuty, and the 
ever-present 
artemisia, 
generally a 


stunted aud worthless scrub, though on 
some of the allnvml bottoms growing 
large enough to furnish an indifferent 
sort ol fuel. 
But some foreign trees 


can be made to grow here if only plant- 
ed in a good soil auu helped till they 
get well rotted by irrigation. The Jo- 
cast bus been extensively planted and 
thrives well. The several varieties of 
the gum seem also to prospeV, and I 
noticed in the Capitol grounds at Car- 
son the elm and various other exotics 
that appear to be doing well enough. 
Bauo uud Caraon am fairly embowered 
tn trees, many of tuem strangers, that 
even seem quite at home here, growing 
apparently with us much exuberance as 
the cottonwood and other indigenous 
trees standing by their sides. About 
these towus are exlensiva and well cul- 
tivated nurseries of both ornamental 
and fruit trees, great numbers of which 
being now large chough to be trans- 
planted, are being sent to all parts of 
thn State.

MOUNTAIN LAKES. 


Frof. John LeCouto, of the California 


State University, has an interesting ar- 
ticle in the San Francisco Rural Press 
about the mountain lakes of the Sierra 
Ncrtda, from we make the following 
extract: 


Hundreds of little Alpine lakes, with 


their clear, deep, cold, emerald waters, 
are embosomed among the crags of the 
Sierra Nevada mountains. Their origin 
may be traced to the more powerful ac- 
tions of glacial agencies in past times; 
in some cases, gorges dammed up' by 
ancient moraines. The streams that 
now supply these "Gems of the. Sierra" 
are born in the cold, gloomy solitudes 
of the upper mountain region, amid 
perpetual snow banks. Many of these 
charming lakes are nestled in the least 
explored portions of the "High Sierra," 
and have not been mapped or described; 
nay, some of them have as yet no desig- 
nating names. There are the reservoirs 
of melting snows, and some of them— 
as those near the headwaters of the 
Yuba—are the sources of Summer sap- 
ply for hundreds of miles of min- 
ing ditches. Hence, the existing con- 
dition of our topographical knowledge 
of these wild and imperfectly explored 
mountain fastnesses renders it impossi- 
ble to furnish anything like a complete 
catalogue of the mountain" lakes of the 
Sierra Nevada. The following table

Only in a few spots in the State of 


Nevada can any other than the natural 
growth of vegetation he produced with- 
out irrigation. 
And the causes that 


combine to render this impossible, the 
natural aridity of the atmosphere and 
soil, make water so scarce that irriga- 
tion can be practiced to only a limited 
extent. As a result, there is not much 
cultivated grass, fruit or grain raised in 
the State—not half enough fruit or 
giain for the consumption of the inhab- 
itants. The more hardy kinds of fruit, 
such as apples, plums, etc., do tolerably 
well if planted in choice ground and 
carefully looked after. Good crops of 
grain and the cultivated grasses can also 
under like conditions be raised. But 
nowhere do we meet with such crops of 
grain as are to be seen in California or 
Oregon, whether as regards area or 
growth. *The fields here are, as a gen 
eral thing, mere patches situate at the 
mouth of canyons .or at other places 
where water can be easily brought upon 
them. Not a dozen fields can be fount 
in the State containing as much as 10( 
acres of grain in a body, the most oi 
them comprising not morejthan 10, 15 
or 20 acres each. But little of the grain 
sown here is cut for hay, the wild 
grasses and the crops of alfalfa culti- 
vated for the purposes, being mainly 
depended upon for hay-making. The

snow-fed waters, surrounded by lofty 
snow-clad peaks, whose slopes are cov- 
ered with magnificent groves of pine 
and fir, constitute the most attractive 
feature in the lesser summit valleys of 
the Sierra Nevada.

tain retreats, they will become more ac- 
cessible, and consequently better ap- 
preciated by cultivated visitors. 
The 


most extensive, as well as the most 
celebrated, of these bodies of fresh 
water is Lake Tahoe.

The California Grain Fleet 


The New York Times, reviewing the 


shipping prospects, and particularly the 
California foreigp trade, says: 


If California farmers are to get their 


grain to market they must hold out in- 
dneements sufficient to call to their port 
from 200 to 300 more vessels than viait- 
ed ij last year, ft is this fact that has 
forced up rates of freight, and is likely 
to force them up still higher before the 
opening of next year, and though, tak- 
ing into account the probable price of 
wheat in England, the chances of profit 
to California farmers are not enconrae- 
ing, it is reasonable to suppose that 
scores of American grain carrying ships 
will, during the coming season, net 
handsome profits to their owners. The 
article concludes: Taking all circum- 
stances together our American ship own- 
ers would not be greatly out qf the way 
if they anticipate a higher average of 
freight rates during the next twelve 
months than in any similar period 
within the lastdecado. 


Inter-Oeeanic Commerce. 


Joseph Nimmo, Chief of the Bureau 


of Statistics, has issued his report on 
the commercial aspects of tlie proposed 
American inter-oceanic canal. He says 
that during the latest year for which 
commercial statistics can be collected, 
the proposed canal might have offered 
passage for less than 3 per cent of the 
international commerce of the globe 
upon the ocean. The value of commo- 
dities transported between New York 
and San Francisco via Panama, have 
fallen f«>m $7,202,026 in 1869 to 
$4,947,755 in 1879, and the number of 
passengers from 26,853 in 1869 to 4,496 
in 1879, while the trade between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific ports of the 
United States via Cape Horn, has also 
been, to a considerable eitent, diverted 
to the trans-continental railway line. 
There is, besides, n large and growing 
commerce between the Pacific ports of 
the United States and interior points 
east of the Eocky mountains, chiefly 
St. Louis, Chicago and Cincinnati, to 
which the proposed canal would not 
present any direct competition. Mr. 
Nimmo'a presentation of the case of 
Chili, Peru, Bolivia and China is not 
more favorable to the construction of 
the Panama canul than are the above 
citations of his conclusions regarding 
the commerce of the United States.

trious, making bnt a puor article of 
hay. The grain raised being designated 
chiefly for horse-feed consists mostly of 
barley, with a little oats, the latter 
grain not doing very well here. Nevada 
produces little flour, there being not 
more than three or four small grist 
mills in the State. I do not think any 
attempts have been made at growing 
other of the cereals than those men- 
tioned. Owing to the much staging 
and teaming going on, great quantities 
of hay and grain for horse-feed are re- 
quired here, calling for the importation 
of considerable portions of the latter 
from California. 
Much of the oats 


comes from Indian valley, Plumivs Co., 
where this grain is extensively grown 
and distinguished for its excellence. 
In passing along the series of valleys 
that reach from Reno southeast to 
Walker river, a hundred miles or more, 
one sees many large and thrifty fields 
of alfalfa, also extensive natural mead- 
ows, along Carson river, on which stand 
immense haystacks, some of them con- 
taining more than a hundred tons each. 


VINES, VEGETABLES AND BEBBIES. 


In some of these valleys are to be 


seen fine patches of potatoes, with a 
few other vegetables of the hardier 
binds, for the more tender cannot stand 
the unseasonable frosts so common to 
this climate. 
The tomato has a fight 


for it, and scarcely ever fully ripens. 
The bean is apt to be nipped while in 
its succulent state, and corn seldom ma- 
tures beyond the boiling ear. Bat the 
potato ia generally good—in fact, very 
fine, the Washoe "spud," because of 
its excellence, being sometimes ex- 
ported to California. Of viniculture on 
the "Eastern Slope" and beyond, the 
less said tha better, the Waghoe grape 
being like the "Washoe zephyr" and 
the "Washoe canary" — a thiug in 
praise of which but little can be said. 
In favored localities, however, certain 
varieties ot the grape do moderately 
well; berries .ditto, though to perfect 
these latter, great care is required. 


Nevada, like other parts of the Great 


Desert basin, may be said to be almost 


In du« time Nevada will probably 


produce enough traits of most kinds 
for home consumption. At present the 
principal part of ii comes from Calilor- 
•nia, some of it being brought by rail- 
road and some by teams that come in 
over the several wagon roads built 
across the Sierra many years ago. Of 
these the only ones much traveled at 
present are the Sonora and Mono, the 
Big Trees and the Placerville routes, 
the principal business now done over 
the last two consisting of the passage of 
fruit wagons, lire stock, etc. From 15 
to 20 years ago the Plsoemlle route 
wag the great thoroughfare, the most 
of the Washoe business having been 
done over it prior to 'the building of the 
Central Pacific Railroad over the moun- 
tains. The tolls received on this road 
enriched Kin^sbury, the builder, the 
receipts for the first two years having 
more than covered the cost of construc- 
tion—some $75,000 or $80,000. The 
tolls now received barely suffice 
to 


keep the road in repair. Owing to the 
partial failure of the fruit crop in El 
Dorado, Am n dor and Calaveras counties 
this traffic had been very much curtailed 
the present Summer, though it will most 
likely increase later in the season, when 
the grapes and the Fall pears and ap- 
ples mature. For 12 to 15 years past it 
bas been a common thing to meet the 
wagons of the fruit peddlers far out in 
the desert of Nevada. 
This year, to 


:he .distress oi the inhabitants, they 
appear in greatly reduced numbers.

more stately pines standing at consid- 
erable altitudes on the mountains and 
some straggling cottouwoods along the 
streams. Besides these we have only 
thy willow, small and bctuty, and the 
ever-present 
artemisia, 
generally a 


stunted aud worthless scrub, though on 
some of the allnvml bottoms growing 
large enough to furnish an indifferent 
sort ol fuel. 
But some foreign trees 


can be made to grow here if only plant- 
ed in a good soil auu helped till they 
get well rotted by irrigation. The Jo- 
cast bus been extensively planted and 
thrives well. The several varieties of 
the gum seem also to prospeV, and I 
noticed in the Capitol grounds at Car- 
son the elm and various other exotics 
that appear to be doing well enough. 
Bauo uud Caraon am fairly embowered 
tn trees, many of tuem strangers, that 
even seem quite at home here, growing 
apparently with us much exuberance as 
the cottonwood and other indigenous 
trees standing by their sides. About 
these towus are exlensiva and well cul- 
tivated nurseries of both ornamental 
and fruit trees, great numbers of which 
being now large chough to be trans- 
planted, are being sent to all parts of 
thn State.
